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Argentina Revolt Turns Topsy-Turvy

y ears 
ago 
President Abraham Linco ln 
issued his preliminary eman­ 
cipatio n pro clamatio n. It was 
in effect a no tice o f intent 
to free slav es then held in 
majo r po rtio ns o f the So uth. 
A little more than three months 
later, on Jan. I, 1863, he formally 
declared them free. 
As this anniv ersary is observ ed. 
Americans in both the Sou th and the 
North ou ght to u nderstand what these 
docu ments were—and what they were 
not. 


One o f the o utstanding Linco ln 
bio graphers, the late J . G. Randall, 
has said flatly that the Emancipa­ 
tio n Pro clamatio n is surro unded 
with an “ aura o f misco nceptio n 
and ex aggeratio n.” 


It is widely thou ght of today , and 
was so regarded then by many men, 
as a bold stroke lifting the shackles 
of millions in one nobly inspired 
moment. Yet in Randall’s ju dgment 
it was “ far from an abolition docu ­ 
m ent.” 
Actu ally it was conceiv ed as a war 
m easu re at the height of the Civ il 
War. Slav es were to be freed only 
in those areas ‘wherein the people 
. . . are this day in rebellion.” The 
proclamation did not apply to Ten 
nessee, to border slav e states within 
the Union, nor to specifically ex ­ 
cepted parts of Virginia and Lou isi­ 
ana.

Linco ln's edict o f co urse “ liber­ 
ated” Negro es in sectio ns o f the 
So uth mo stly no t under Unio n army 
co ntro l. Therefo re its immediate 
practical effect was negligible. 


Fu rtherm ore, the historical ev i­ 
dence su ggests that, whatev er Lin­ 
coln conceiv ed to be his war powers, 
he did not think either he or the Con­ 
gress had the au thority to decree 
anti-slav ery as a general working 
principle 
throu ghou t 
the 
United 
States. 
It was his oft-repeated proposal 
that the states shou ld u ndertake tru e 
abolition on their own initiativ e. 


To fill o ut the picture ev en mo re, 
Randall no tes that Linco ln's pro cla­ 
matio n was no t the first actio n in 
this field. Co ngress already had 
banned slav ery in the District o f 
Co lumbia, o rdered the freeing o f 
slav e 
so ldiers, 
and 
autho rized 
emancipatio n o f slav es as a bro ad 
penalty against “ rebels.” 
Yet. in spite of all this. abolitionists 
and others hailed Lincoln’s procla­ 
mation as a great v ictory . Thu s 
dramatized in 
the popu lar 
mind, 
abolition became in fact a war aim. 
It is often said that history is what 
the historians say it is. Some may 
also contend that history is what 
people think it is. 
What Linco ln pro claimed o n Sept. 
22. 18 62. millio ns o f Americans to ­ 
day —as then—prefer to think o f as 
a great stro ke fo r free humanity 
rather than as a mere “ dev ice o f 
war," as Randall defined it. 
Perhaps they ha\e giv en it this 
aura because that is what they want 
it to be, hceause they feel that 
in a free natio n a president can 
o nly decree that all men are free.

Gu ido desperately sou ght a cease­ 
fire. He appealed to all Argentine 
generals on activ e du ty to confer 
with him at the gov ernment hou se 
at 9 a m. Su nday . 
Despite a nav y proclamation of a 
rebellion against Gu ido, nav y forces 
kept ou t of the fighting and one 
admiral indicated the nav y 's ju nta 
plan was cru mbling. The admiral 
said in an interv iew the fleet now 
wants a prime minister to ru n the 
gov ernment, either u nder Gu ido or 
su preme cou rt au spices. 


“ Once a 
prime minister is in 
stalled,” he said, “ all qu estion>. in 
the ranks wou ld be resolv ed.” 
Prev iou s actions had taken a toll 
of six dead, of whom fiv e were civ ­ 
ilians, and at least 28 wou nded.

If it drib b les, m ost of the tim e the 
troub le is right in the drain b elow ’ 
the sink. and can b e taken care of 
quite easily. Most of the tim e, too. 
it could hav e b een av oided quite 
easily. 


M yths. Ju st Myths 
Before going any further, forget 
som e of the m yths heard ab out keep­ 
ing drains open. 
• Pouring coffee grounds down 
a 
drain does nothing b ut fill the pipe 
with coffee grounds 
The stuff does 
not clean aw ay grease, b ut clings to 
grease and helps to b uild up b lock­ 
age. 
• 
Another m yth that should b e 
exploded b efore it causes an explo­ 
sion is the one ab out pouring gasoline 
down a dram . W hether or not it will 
keep the drain open is b eside the 
point. 
What it will do is g iv e o ff eno ug h 
fumes to make the surro unding 
area a po tentially dang ero us o ne. 
Cine thing that is perfectly safe to 
pour in a sink drain is b oiling w ater 
It will help dissolv e grease b efore it 
b uilds up. If the drain is running 
slowly, this sort of treatm ent m ay b e 
all that is needed to get it running 
freely once m ore. (I'M) NOT pour 
b oiling w ater in a toilet b owl. It will 
crack it.)

ALGIERS (ft—The regular army of 


Col. Houari Boumedienne began a 


vast cleanup operation to day to end 


the mutinous guerrillas’ reign of ter­ 
ror in the Algiers area. 


Troops bogan moving out shortly 
after dawn to take over a 30-mile- 
deep security zone from the guerrilla 
Wilaya (region) 4, held responsible 
for a wave of murders and kidnap- 
ings of European settlers. 


Wilaya 4 commanders were given 
advance nouce and warned to pull 
out. There were no immediate re­ 
ports of clashes.

The 4.000-man division in Algiers 
was ordered to occupy Boufarik, 25 
miles southwest of the capital, then 
fan out east and west and sweep to 
the coast on both sides of Algiers. 


The regulars were ordered to crush 
any resistance but to stop just short 
of the Wilaya

headquarters 
at 
Blida. The major part of Wilaya 4 
territory was to be left under guer­ 
rilla control for the time being.

Bureau spokesman Mo­ 
hammed Khider told a news confer­ 
ence Friday night the bureau would 
not hesitate to take over all 5.000 
square miles of Wilaya 4 if murder 
and anarchy continue.

Yet, green as these two young 
adv ersaries are, it must he said that 
both were tempered by the fires of 
heav y battle in the primaries they 
surv iv ed. 
George Lodge, it turns out, had a 
closer race all the way against 69- 
year-old Rep. Laurence Curtis. Ob­ 
serv ers argue that the effort made 
him, inev itably, a formidable cam ­ 
paigner. 
Ted Kennedy surprised most people 
by the breadth of his sweep. McCor­ 
mack, a seasoned professional with 
a large political following in M assa­ 
chusetts, was expected to do extrem e­ 
ly well in Boston, which accounts 
for nearly a third of the state’s v ote. 
But Kennedy took Boston by v irtually 
the sam e margin he gamed else­ 
where. 
The young m an’s v ictory is bound 
to be as controv ersial as the fact 
that he ran at all. Many people 
wholly outside the campaign hav e 
criticized him for “ starting at the 
top” in a bid for the Senate. 
In M assachusetts, some of this 
opposition may now center with great 
v igor on the candidacy of an inde­ 
pendent, H. Stuart Hughes, grandson 
of the late, great Charles Ev ans 
Hughes, once Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. 
But while Ted Kennedy has a host 
of critics, and while his success to 
this point may be something of an 


it is also plain that in Massachusetts 
he has many supporters. 


Common 
It is common to say that v oting 
in primaries is more or less organiza­ 
tion-controlled. In this instance this 
notion has to be sharply qualified. 
To begin with, tins was a record 
primary turnout .and when the num­ 
bers are big the “ control” tends to 
be weak. Furthermore, much of the 
regular Democratic organization was 
said to be laboring for McCormack. 


There is no question, of course, 
that Ted Kennedy had supreme ad­ 
v antages—the prestige of his family’s 
name, the undoubtedly substantial 
White House pressures on the state 
politicians, many of whom felt they 
were caught between two fires. 


Yet it is also clear that ordinary 
Massachusetts v oters, who cannot 
really be pressured when they enter 
die priv acy of the v oting booth, were 
strong for Teddy. 
The country will now watch keenly 
the newest chapter in his family’s 
riv alry with the v enerable Lodge 
clan. Along the way, we shall learn, 
from talk in other states, how much 
substance there is to Republica!1 
argument that people fear a “Ken­ 
nedy dynasty.”
